Politicians who are well-known 
and attract weak opponents sel- 
dom need wads of money to 
secure re-election. Incumbents 
can also deter would-be oppo- 
nents simply by maintaining a 
war chest. Illinois Rep. Dan Ros- 
tenkowski, D-8th, has more than 
$1 million in ready cash. Costel- 
lo, seeking an open seat, faces a 
different set of circumstances 
but he ‘nevertheless has mas- 
tered the money game.

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Weatherproofing could mean shingle repair |

Autumn may be down but it is 
not_out. There still may be some . 
warm days left for a few more 

ior-improvements. 

One of the most worthwhile 
exterior repairs is fixing the 
shingles on the roof or on the 
side walls. If You have notice- 
able cracks or missing shingle 
pieces, this is definitely the time 
to repair or lace those defec- 
tive sections. One missing shin- 
gle has the potential to cause 

undreds of dollars in weather 
flamage over the course of the 
winter. 

Take a few of my handy hints 
for shingle repair and you'll be 


much happier and more comfort- 
able in your home when the 
cold-weather season is in full 
s S 

I begin by examining the 
entire roof for faults. But 
remember, above everything 
else, to observe all safety pre- 
cautions. And the first one is, 
don’t attempt this job yourself 
unless your physical condition is 
up to it. 

This advice may seem obvious 
but considering the overwhelm- 
ing number of accidents that 
needlessly occur each year in 
and around the home, a remind- 
er to be safety conscious is 
always appropriate. - 

Locating a defective shingle, I 
remove the damaged one care- 
fully. I always make sure the tar 


Paper underneath is in good 
shape. If there is any doubt, I 
take off more shingles and lay 
as much tar paper as is neces- 
sary. The wet weather ahead 
will put this barrier to the test 
so it is essential that it be in 
good shape. ~ 

With wooden shingles, I then 
pad at el out the fastening 
nails with a claw hammer, mak- 
ing sure not to damage other 
shingles. If the nails are stub- 
born, I simply slip a hacksaw 


blade underneath the body of the- 


shingle and cut my way ly 
later removing the remainder of 
the nail. 

Sometimes replacement is the 
last step. If your shingle has just 
split or cracked slightly, you 
may want to save it. I simply 


nail down the shingle on either 
side of the split with galvanized 
nails. If the crack is larger, I 
gap by inserting a 

Paper under the gap 

fore I nail around the opening. 

When pieces are actually 

» replace the shingle. I 
caret ly pull the pieces away 
from underneath the shingle 
above with a hammer and cas 
el. I then cut the nails from the 
lower edge of the shingle above 
and remove them. 

Finally, I slide the new shingle 
into place and attach it with gal- 
ve roofing nails along the 
top and bottom edges oF the 
shingle. The nails should go 
throu; the bottom edge of the 
shingle above before they pene- 
trate the top of the replacement 


Rose gardens rely on winter

) The hot, dry summer may 
have been unkind to many 
itormed very well the past grow- 
jing season. Insects and diseases 
were not as rampant, so less 
‘spraying was required. 
| However, althou; plants grew 
jand flowered well, blooms did 
‘not last as long, especially when 
summer’s heat was at its worst. 
Recent studies indicating that 
roses overwinter better if fed 
tater in the Earner Jed: me. to 
“try this strategy with my own 
Plants. This year I fed them lat- 
er than I usually do, and the 
results have been highly encour- 


aging. My plants are very lush, 
wath good Flowering and lots of 
buds. Also, their foliage is a 
deeper pusple: than in past 
_years, indi: 
ter condition. 

Flowering should continue 


until severe frost takes its toll. 
So far, frosts have been light, so 
foliage is still undamaged.’ As 
soon as plants are. affected by 
heavy frost, it is time to apply a 
light application of superphos- 
phate to each plant. Use care 
not to disturb roots too much. 


Roses overwinter better if 
most’ of the current season’s 
wood is deft, so prune only to 
remove long ends that will break 
in heavy winds. Protect each

If grown in planters, they 
can be moved to an unheated 
garage or other protected area. 
Throughout the winter, make 
sure soil does not dry out during 
mild periods.
